SCHOOL REPORT, 


~ 


PENACOOK DISTRICT, NO. 7. 


Could there be any subject more important to the welfare and 
upbuilding of any community than the maintaining of good 
schools? In submitting the report for the year commencing 
September 10, 1900, and ending June 14, 1901, your com- 
mittee feel that they are justified in saying that the high standard 
of our schools has been well sustained. We have continued in 
service the efficient and painstaking teachers, who have served 
the district faithfully for many years. 

Some important changes have been made in the arrangement 
of our schools, more particularly the establishing of a first 
primary school at the commencement of the spring term. 

At the opening of school, September 10, it was apparent to 
the committee that it would be necessary to make some change 
to relieve the congested condition of the primary and interme- 
diate schools. ‘The teachers were handicapped in doing good 
work, and the children were huddled together and compelled to 
breathe the impure air arising from this condition. The com- 
mittee decided to get along through the fall and winter terms, 
and bring the matter before the annual meeting. After making 
the recommendations which in their judgment were for the best 
interests of the school, the necessary money was voted to make 
the changes. 

The spring term opened with one additional teacher, using a 
part of School Hall for the grammar school until a more perma- 
nent arrangement could be made at the summer vacation. 

At the commencement of the spring term, April 1, the schools 
were divided, with the following teachers: Miss McGuire, a 
graduate of the Concord Training School, teacher of the first 
primary, first and second grade work; Miss Pike, transferred 
from primary to second primary, third and fourth grade work; 
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Miss Hall, first grammar, fifth and sixth grade work; Miss 
Robertson, second grammar, seventh, eighth, and ninth grade 
work. The schools were continued through the spring term with 
large attendance and very satisfactory work. 

We should here mention that graduates from the ninth grade 
passed a satisfactory examination and entered the high school at 
Concord, which speaks well tor our schools. 

The painstaking and efficient janitor has continued in looking 
well to the safety of the buildings, and to the interests of the 
scholars in keeping the buildings warm and comfortable, the 
grounds neat and tidy, and assisting them in many ways in their 
sports. Much credit is due him. 

In regard to truants, the parents are largely to blame for any 
trouble arising from this source. ‘The law says that children 
must be regular in attendance at school. Why should not the 
parents assist in enforcing this law, and the children receive the 
benefit of the schooling provided ?

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD OF BOSCAWEN TOWN 
SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


Another school year has closed, the results of which have not 
been all we could ask for, but perhaps as good as we could rea- 
sonably expect. All of our teachers have worked hard to make 
their schools a success. 

A lack of good disciphne in some of our larger schools has 
interfered with the accomplishment of the best results. With 
twenty-five or more pupils of all ages in one room, it requires 
a great deal of tact and patience on the teacher’s part to main- 
tain good order. 

Children will be busy doing something. If the teacher does 
not provide work for them and insist on its being done, they are 
not slow to find some mischief to occupy their time. Of course 
the younger pupils should not be confined in the schoolroom but 
a short time each day; but while there they should be taught that 
there is something for them to do. 

A systematic plan of school work should be laid out in country, 
as well as in city, schools. Of course it could not be followed as 
closely as it is in graded schools, but it could be made helpful. 

We certainly could adopt a course of reading for our pupils, 
and thus encourage a taste for good literature. . Several of the 
older pupils have taken advantage of the new law, requiring 
towns that do not maintain a high school to pay the tuition of 
pupils who wish to attend a high school or academy in some 
other place. This is a great help to those who wish to obtain a 
higher education, costing them only the railroad fare, if they 
live near the station. 

With the funds at our disposal a term of sixteen weeks was 
maintained at the Plain for the older pupils. 

We were fortunate in securing Miss Anna Bliss as teacher. 
She worked hard for the advancement of her pupils, and showed 
a deep interest in all of them. Four girls who attended this 
school have tried to take up ninth grade work, hoping to be able 
to enter a high school next September. Now they are having a 
vacation of three months, while pupils in the same grade in city 
schools are going on with their work. 
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When pupils who wish for a high school education get ready 
for ninth grade work, would it not be better and cost less to 
pay the expense of sending them to a graded school where they 
could attend thirty-six weeks in a year, than to try to maintain 
an extra school for the older pupils here? Would they not be 
better fitted to enter a high school? Perhaps some arrangements 
could be made with the Penacook district to accommodate such 
pupils. 

The law requiring every child between the ages of eight and 
fourteen to attend the public school all the time such school is in 
session has not been enforced as strictly as it should be. It 
seems strange that some of our intelligent citizens should need to 
be forced to send their children to school. 

At the last annual school meeting one hundred dollars .was 
appropriated to paint three schoolhouses and build a fence at the 
Plain. For various reasons these repairs have not been made. 
It is hoped the work will be done during the early spring. The 
inside of the Gulf schoolhouse should be thoroughly remodeled 
as soon as funds can be appropriated for the purpose. Water 
has been brought into the Plain schoolhouse, the town offering to 
pay half the expense of putting it into the hose house and school- 
house.
